Although 
Lovett  was  commissioned  to  prepare  dies  and  strike  impressions 
for  the  C.  S.  A. ,  he  became  fearful  of  delivering  the  dies  and  12  coins 
already  struck.  He  and  his  wife  were  afraid  that  his  actions  would 
be  interpreted  as  aiding  the  enemy  and  so  he  buried  the  dies  and 
coins  in  his  cellar  until  long  after  the  War.  Captain  John  Haseltine 
purchased  the  dies  from  Lovett  and  issued  restrikes  in  copper,  silver 
and  gold.  Fifty  five  copper  restrikes  were  struck,  then  the  dies  broke
